DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It is unclear exactly how the device works to expand the mandrel 22. There is 
nothing shown nor described as to how the cone 36 is compressed to expand radially. It is stated 
that when "the retaining means (12) is now threaded onto the center tube (16) and 

tightened. . . cone (36). . . is reduced in height", page 6, lines 16-18. This is seen to be 
misdescriptive and unclear as to how the flange 20 compresses axially the cone 36. It is further 
unclear how the springs 134 operate to help expand the ring 18. It is further unclear how the 
sections 24, 26 and 28 are connected to other parts of the device and how they stay together to 
form the mandrel both in its expanded and unexpanded condition. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 2, lines 10-1 1, 
"both cumbersome and expensive" is seen to be derogatory and should be amended accordingly; 
page 3, line 12, "the" first occurrence should be deleted; page 5, line 15, "(18)" should be -(20)- 
; page 6, line 1 1, --of— should be added before "pressure"; page 6, line 19, "a" should be -the--, 
"(32)" should be -(36)--; page 7, line 5, -of— should be added before "tapered"; page 7, line 7,

"cause" should be -causes—; the numeral "34" on page 7, line 15 is also used for the "springs" 
34. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because the grooves 34' and the slots 34' mentioned on 
page 7, lines 15 and 16 are not numbered in the drawings. A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Scott, Smith, Weber, Fons et al, Thompson, Hofbauer, Rathbone, Trankle and 
Chenest are cited to show various reel devices, some of which include grooves for binding the 
coil after winding.
